Respectable “reporters' have their 
research handed to them on a silver platter by those they're supposed to be 
investigating, this spoon-fed style of journalism never actually looks beneath the 
glossy packaged fabricated story and is carefully tailored to influence the public 
rather than informing it. This type of corporate controlled media has been 
manifesting for years now but never has it been so ominous or blatantly obvious 
as it has become these last five years It never ceases to amaze me how easily 
manipulated people really are, how people are content with passively accepting 
what they're told is true and never giving it any further thought; never holding 
anything up to be scrutinized, whether it's the source of a story, the motive that's 
pulling the story in a certain direction and most certainly why a story is even being 
told. Questioning why a story is actually being told in this day and age has become 
one of the most important points to take note of. The right wing presence in this 
country has successfully subverted the information being provided to the 
American people and turned it into a well oiled media machine that dispenses only 
what they allow... well that is the norm in this day and age of corporate owned 
media but every now and then we do get a glimpse of stories that evade their 
radars and still manage to reach us. Or maybe it’s more likely that their 
manufactured news is becoming so transparent that it’s alienating more and 
more people and as a result people on the outside of the mainstream media are 
working harder to expose the hypocrisy. There has been a lot of attention being 
placed on bloggers in the last few months. Political bloggers link to new articles 
in the mainstream media and then offer theirown opinions about the linked article, 
trying to disprove or offer their own insight into the related story; hopefully by 
offering facts but seeing as how anyone can start a blog page and again how 
easily manipulated people have become, blogs aren’t always a healthy alternative 
to the mainstream media. Another tactic that’s becoming the latest trend is for the 
mainstream media to capitalize on the fact that bloggers are not held up for 
scrutiny any more than they are so what we see happening is that corporate 
media has been quoting blogs as legitimate news sources to “back up" a story 
that they're trying to feed to the American people. And another thing to consider 
that the media world would categorically deny is that political blogs, like the 
media, are dominated by the extreme right, which of course kind of defeats the 
purpose of having a media watch guard when they are in fact pushing the same 
lies as the mainstream. Instead what they are being used for is to stamp a story 
with supposed documentation, providing credentials that will never being called 
into question. It also has drastically shifted any lingering illusion of balance when 
the media and all three branches of the American government are firmly in the 
hands of the far right. At least if the “left wing" democratic party was in power in 
any or all three branches of the government the right wing media and bloggers 
would offer an opposing perspective but the way things are now we have almost 
across the board complete complacency and a green light given to those in power 
and those that own the media to continue to deceive the American people, for 
there will be no repercussions This kind of atmosphere does tend to lead to an 
arrogance that otherwise wouldn't be condoned. It s this type of arrogance that 
does eventually become the downfall for those who really push the limits. The 
most obvious example is that of Jeff Gannon. Gannon was a conservative 
reporter from Talon News (an online news site) that had frequently lobbed 
"softball" questions to President Bush and his press secretary Scott McClellan 
Here's a couple of examples of Gannon’s objective reporting: 

- "Why hasn’t the administration made more of the U N inspectors' report that 
says Saddam Hussein was dismantling his missile and WMD [weapons of mass 
destruction] sites before and during the war? And doesn’t that, combined with 
the now-proven al Qaeda link between Iraq — between Saddam Hussein and the 
terrorist organization — unequivocally make the case for going to war in Iraq?" 
“I'd like to comment on the angry mob that surrounded [senior Bush adviser] 
iKarl Hove's house on Sunday. I hey chanted and pounded on the windows until 
tho D C police and Secret Service were called in The protest was organized by 


I that Saddam Hussein recently sought significant quantities of uranium from Africa"] 

were “well-founded." Doesn't Joe Wilson owe the President and America an 
apology for his deception and his own intelligence failure? 

- “Since there have been so many questions about what the President was doing 
over 30 years ago, what is it that he did after his honorable discharge from the 
National Guard? Did he make speeches alongside [actress and anti-Vietnam War 
. activist] Jane Honda, denouncing America's racist war in Vietnam? Did he testify 
before Congress that American troops committed war crimes in Vietnam? And did 
he throw somebody else's medals at the White House to protest a war America was 
still fighting? What was he doing after he was honorably discharged?" 

Obviously these types of questions are more of a political speech than those of 
an independent reporter covering white house press conferences which is exactly 
why Bush and McClellan so often turned to Gannon when they were being called on 
by others in the white house briefing room that weren't lobbing such friendly 
questions. Gannon was a Bush loyalist that was utilized over and over to bail Bush 
and McClellan out of hot water. Gannon got more and more arrogant with his 
partisan questions as time went on and the obviously biased question that led to 
Gannon's downfall was: 

- “Senate Democratic leaders have painted a very bleak picture of the U.S. economy: 
Harry Reid was talking about souplines, and [Senator] Hillary Clinton [D-NY] was 
talking about the economy being on the verge of collapse Yet in the same breath, 
they say that Social Security is rock solid and there’s no crisis there. You've said 
you're going to reach out to these people. How are you going to work with people 
who seem to have divorced themselves from reality?" 

With this single question raising more than a few eyebrows, left wing bloggers 
started to dig into Gannon’s credentials and his past. What they found out was that 
Gannon, whose real name turned out to be James Dale Guckert, in addition to 
working for Talon News also worked for GOPUSA, (which is a web site was created 
to provide “conservative news, information, and design company dedicated to 
promoting conservative ideals’) was run by the same man, Bobby Eberte, who is 
the Talon editor in chief and the president and CEO of GOPUSA. Bloggers and others 
such as Media Matters also discovered that GannorY Guckert "has used Bush 
administration and Republican National Committee (RNC) documents and releases 
in his Talon “news reports" verbatim and without attribution. In at least two of his 
articles, Gannon lifted more than half of the text directly from GOP “fact sheets." It 
was also discovered that GannorY Guckert had been approved for a press pass 
before Talon News was even created. Next was probably the most embarrassing 
aspect of GannorvGuckert’s past (to the Bush administration) and that was that 
GannorvGuckert had been an online male prostitute having registered the domain 
names: Hotmilitarystud.com, Militaryescorts com and Militaryescortsm4m com 
Bloggers even found a photo online of GannoiY Guckert himself posing in his 
underwear under the screen name bearing the initials J.D.G. flight wing conserva¬ 
tive columnists have actually accused the bloggers and anyone else questioning 
GannorvGuckert of merely attacking him because of his apparent homosexual past 
and have come running 
to his rescue, claiming 
that it’s nothing more 
than gay bashing on the 
partof his critics.

I may be a bit of a pessimist but I doubt anything will ever be investigated into 
this matter. I he bigger issue here anyway is how the Bush administration has 
successfully subverted the American media to manipulate the people by controlling 
the stories that help them shape policy. And there are plenty of other examples Over 
the past few months it's been discovered that the Bush administration has paid 
luporturs to push administration polities Conservative commentator AimMmnu 


were aired under the misconception that viewers were watching a news story when 
in reality they were watching propaganda films that were made to push Bush 
administration policies; propaganda films that were filled with slanted material that 
was presented as fact There are many more examples of media manipulation out 
there that can be found but most Americans are just content with believing what is 
spoon-fed to them.

There has been a lot of attention being 
placed on bloggers in the last few months. Political bloggers link to new articles 
in the mainstream media and then offer theirown opinions about the linked article, 
trying to disprove or offer their own insight into the related story; hopefully by 
offering facts but seeing as how anyone can start a blog page and again how 
easily manipulated people have become, blogs aren't always a healthy alternative 
to the mainstream media. Another tactic that’s becoming the latest trend is for the 
mainstream media to capitalize on the fact that bloggers are not held up for 
scrutiny any more than they are so what we see happening is that corporate 
media has been quoting blogs as legitimate news sources to “back up" a story 
that they’re trying to feed to the American people. And another thing to consider 
that the media world would categorically deny is that political blogs, like the 
media, are dominated by the extreme right, which of course kind of defeats the 
purpose of having a media watch guard when they are in fact pushing the same 
lies as the mainstream. Instead what they are being used for is to stamp a story 
with supposed documentation, providing credentials that will never being called 
into question. It also has drastically shifted any lingering illusion of balance when 
the media and all three branches of the American government are firmly in the 
hands of the far right. At least if the “left wing" democratic party was in power in 
any or all three branches of the government the right wing media and bloggers 
would offer an opposing perspective but the way things are now we have almost 
across the board complete complacency and a green light given to those in power 
and those that own the media to continue to deceive the American people, for 
there will be no repercussions. This kind of atmosphere does tend to lead to an 
arrogance that otherwise wouldn't be condoned. It’s this type of arrogance that 
does eventually become the downfall for those who really push the limits. The 
most obvious example is that of Jeff Gannon. Gannon was a conservative 
reporter from Talon News (an online news site) that had frequently lobbed 
“softball" questions to President Bush and his press secretary Scott McClellan. 
Here's a couple of examples of Gannon’s objective reporting: 

- “Why hasn’t the administration made more of the U N inspectors’ report that 
says Saddam Hussein was dismantling his missile and WMD [weapons of mass 
destruction] sites before and during the war? And doesn’t that, combined with 
the now-proven al Qaeda link between Iraq — between Saddam Hussein and the 
terrorist organization — unequivocally make the case for going to war in Iraq?" 

- ‘I'd like to comment on the angry mob that surrounded [senior Bush adviser] 
Karl Rove’s house on Sunday. They chanted and pounded on the windows until 
the D.C. police and Secret Service were called in. The protest was organized by 
the National People’s Action Coalition, whose members receive taxpayer funds, 
as well as financial support from groups including Theresa Heinz Kerry’s Tides 
Foundation." 

-Last Friday, the Senate Intelligence Committee released a report that shows that 
Ambassador Joe Wilson lied when he said his wife didn’t put him up for the 
mission to Niger. The British inquiry into their own prewar intelligence yesterday 
concluded that the President’s 16 words [“The British government has learned 


to provide “conservative news, information, and design company dedicated to 
promoting conservative ideals") was run by the same man, Bobby Eberfe. who is 
the Talon editor in chief and the president and CEO of GOPUSA. Bloggers and others 
such as Media Matters also discovered that GannorV Guckert ‘has used Bush 
administration and Republican National Committee (RNC) documents and releases 
in his Talon “news reports' verbatim and without attribution. In at least two of his 
articles, Gannon lifted more than half of the text directly from GOP “fact sheets." It 
was also discovered that Gannor/ Guckert had been approved for a press pass 
before Talon News was even created. Next was probably the most embarrassing 
aspect of GannorvGuckert’s past (to the Bush administration) and that was that 
GannorvGuckert had been an online male prostitute having registered the domain 
names: Hotmilitarystud.com, Militaryescorts.com and Militaryescortsm4m com 
Bloggers even found a photo online of Gannon^ Guckert himself posing in his 
underwear under the screen name bearing the initials J.D.G. flight wing conserva¬ 
tive columnists have actually accused the bloggers and anyone else questioning

to his rescue, claiming 
that it’s nothing more 
than gay bashing on the 
part of his critics.

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I've been sick for a month, the kind of sick where it feels like death is lying 
next to me in bed. The kind where no amount of tinctures, teas, or fresh air seems 
to make any difference. Even though I have a bad cough, runny nose, and husky 
voice; I know it’s coming from my head. Feeling crazy, feeling uninspired in the 
ways I need to be. I find myself without a community of folks to have serious 
discussions about radical politics, the role of art in dissent, what the fuck to do 
in this totally depressing country. I've been chatting with Yvette for weeks, 
months, about the state of reproductive health, the lack of resources, the small 
number of remaining abortion providers, the lack of comprehensive health care, 
the incredible racism, homophobia, and sexism that keeps viagra on health 
insurance policies and birth control off. That keeps AIDS research, at home and 
overseas, of little interest to White Wealthy Male America. 

But I feel like I’m always talking about reproductive freedom and does anyone 
even care? I go to shows which are so male, so straight, so fucking typical with 
women as nurturers and men as the angry musical geniuses. I can t find men 
willing to play music with me, and the few women who play music are generally 
either too shy to play in public, or are already playing. The punk scene talks a big 
wish to eliminate the “isms” of the world, yet bands with people who raped 
friends of mine are still pictured and championed as leaders in the punk scene 
Meanwhile, people write about how rad the scene is when they beat up a rapist, 
but that’s not what I think helps abusers. People who abuse people are often 
survivors of abuse themselves. That just perpetuates the cycle. And the scene 
response is quite different when the rapist is in a big popular band. Then, people 
talk about how nice the person is, how they wouldn't ever do such a thing. How 
the woman must be trying to “work her way up in the scene". People talk about 
the “grey areas” of what happens in the bedroom instead of talking about what 
consent, active consent is, where someone says that they WANT to do some¬ 
thing. Instead of saying that people deserve whatever happened, or somehow 
consented to it, if they don t say no, and say no repeatedly, and fight and struggle 
physically. People talk about how rape is between strangers, violent, with active 
dissent. 

I am a survivor of sexual assault from someone I was dating and from two 
strangers while hitchhiking. They are totally different; they 
affect me today in different ways. The stranger attack still 
keeps me up at night, makes me feel like I could never live 
alone, makes me freak out when I find the front door just 
fifteen feet from my bedroom unlocked day after day, after 
numerous conversations with housemates. It makes me 
almost punch my friends when they sneak up behind me: It 
makes me practice self defense. It makes me mad at my 
friends and ex-lover for not understanding me or supporting 
me through a rough decision to convict the fuckers after I 
found out they had raped and mutilated several women, 
murdered at least one woman, before they tried to do these 
things to me. The sexual assault from an ex lover makes me 
keep emotional walls between myself and my lovers. It 
makes me have meaningless sex flings to try to devalue the 
act so that I feel like sex isn’t really such a big deal, and 
therefore my first lover who ignored five no's and went 
ahead when I was sleeping, well, then he really didn't take 
much from me. 

I’ve been going to the library looking through the Rl 
collection of old newspaper articles, I've been trying to find 
out about radical groups in Providence. Get my sick head 
awakened I found mention of a group called the “Women's 
Liberation Union" which were apparently protesting and 
organizing in the 50's and 60 s around abortion rights. I look 
to history when the current world seems dismal Trying to 
find the ways people are always struggling amidst seem¬ 
ingly impossible odds Some days I romanticize the past, 
what people were doing Do people have too much distrac¬ 
tion these days? Did social upheaval have a better chance 
forty years ago? Or are we just fucking giving up? Or is the 
resistance better blocked from public view 7 Where are all 
the radicals now? What would they say to us today 7 What 
would I say to someone 15 years my junior? I don’t want to operate out of anger 
I ainnp i rinn't want everv bit of oraanizwa to be a reaction to someone else s 


This week we are celebrating my son's twelfth birthday. These milestones 
always get me reflecting on parenting. And just a few weeks ago we celebrated 
another birthday—the arrival of Mia Dobson into this world. Mia's folks are dear 
friends and I am looking forward to being able to watch her grow up. Invariably, 
when a new baby is born there is a discussion among family and friends regarding 
the merits and pitfalls of raising boys or girls. The general consensus seems to be 
that raising boys is easier. I can't imagine that it is as simple as that. I only have one 
child, a boy, so that's all I know about. But I do know that parenting a child is anything 
but easy. I also know that children are individuals and individuals vary in millions of 
ways, so I figure it just can't be as simple as what sex someone is born as. 

It really bothers me when people say that raising boys is easier and that has 
nothing to do with the fact that I have a son. When people say that, I hear what they 
are leaving out: If raising boys is easy, then raising girls is difficult. This implies that 
themselves girls are difficult. Before these kids are even born we’ve got em all 
figured out, apparently. Yeah, that is really wise. 

I can definitely see how the task of raising a daughter could be daunting. In a 
society that treats women as objects, where women still don't receive equal pay for 
equal work, where women still encounter violence and even death in the streets and 
in their homes, the conditions in which we are raising young women are certainly 
troublesome. Is that their fault? Because they are so difficult? Reminds me of what 
my grandma used to say about throwing the baby out with the bath water. The thing 
is, everybody I've ever known who has said these things about how hard it is to raise 
girls are good, caring people. They are just simplifying things like we all do in order 
to deal with stuff. 

The fact that the world is a tough place on girls makes my job as a mother to 
a boy really importantto me. I don’t believe that boys are easy to raise. Well, I believe 
it would be easy to raise a boy by society's standard. And what I mean is raising a 
boy to think the world is his oyster and he can have anything in it.

When I break it all down in my mind, it comes down to the potential that both 
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becomes ugly; that's all I think a lot of young men are being raised in another kind 
of poverty and that is the “be a man" mentality. It doesn't help them and it doesn't 
help girls, either 

As I said, my son is twelve now, and we're going through the process of making 
sense of sex Well, we have been for years. It is very fluid. Each year the stuff we 
discuss changes as he matures. Giving him lots of good information about sex is 
a form of empowering him. For one thing, we don't talk about sex without 
humanizing it. Sex is not just something boys go off and do. There is going to be 
someone else involved, and I have tried to make a point to be an advocate for my 
son's future sex partners. Maybe that sounds a little weird, but I find it unfortunate 
that parents and schools, when providing sex education, so often fail to even try to 
humanize children's sexuality. It is all just, “Put the condom on the penis" and 
nothing about, "Well, you might get the condom on your penis and then one of you 
might realize that maybe you aren’t really sure anymore...” Talking about sex with 
young people is great because you get to go so many places with it. In that particular 
scenario we could go on to discuss things so many things and they all have to do 
with alternatives. Basically we sit around filling in the blanks. “Well, if I can’t or don t 
want to do that, then I could do this." Giving kids lots of ideas about good ways to 
deal with problems is what empowerment is all about. The hope is that they don't 
get out there and get broadsided by things that are frustrating or difficult. 

When it comes to making split decisions (in moments of passion or crisis) 
people refer to their mental cfieckfist of options and what is on that list is going to 
determine their course of action. We use what we know. And what we know is what 
we have been taught. I think this theory holds water for everything and it is 
something we need to think about whether we are parenting, protesting war, or 
dealing with our own mental health. I'og sure we could all benefit from expanding and 
redefining our list a little, right down to removing “girls are difficult and boys are 
easy.”

little forgotten history this column: The Richmond Bread Riot of 1863 

The year was 1863, two years into the Confederate reign in Richmond. The 
city’s population had tripled it’s pre-war numbers due to a massive influx of 
soldiers, their families and hanger-ons. Overcrowding and lack of adequate food 
led to widespread thievery and a feeling of desperation. Exasperating the already 
delicate situation, in February the Confederate Army began rationing food 
supplies in the Richmond vicinity to conserve them for nearby troops. What 
scarce food remained was sold for increasingly inflated prices, primarily in the 
old city marketplace near what is today known as Shockoe Slip. Those hardest 
impacted by these cut backs were working-class women and their children. 

The winter of 1863 lasted through March and into early April. On the first of 
April, a late-night meeting was held at Belvidere Baptist Church in Oregon Hill to 
discuss the mounting food crisis. German, Irish, Welsh and native-born women 
from Oregon Hill, Gamble’s Hill and outlying counties were in attendance. Feeling 
their voices were being ignored, the women decided to take action the following 
morning with a rally on the capital. The crowd, which numbered in the hundreds 
and was led by women, demanded to speak to Governor Letcher to deliver their 

demandof“BreadorBlood.’’Oncetheyweretoldhewasn’tthere, they dispersed 

towards the marketplace along Cary and Main streets. Along the way, they were 
joined by more women, as well men and children. Many participants wielded 
knives, old pistols, axes and hatchets. 

The starved Richmonders began looting stores and markets and seizing 
wagons to haul away their loads. They began by grabbing essential food items 
such as bacon, flour and bread and later expanded their search to include 
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overseas, of little interest to White Wealthy Male America. 

But I feel like I’m always talking about reproductive freedom and does anyone 
even care? I go to shows which are so male, so straight, so fucking typical with 
women as nurturers and men as the angry musical geniuses. I can’t find men 
willing to play music with me, and the few women who play music are generally 
either too shy to play in public, or are already playing. The punk scene talks a big 
wish to eliminate the “isms” of the world, yet bands with people who raped 
friends of mine are still pictured and championed as leaders in the punk scene 
Meanwhile, people write about how rad the scene is when they beat up a rapist, 
but that’s not what I think helps abusers. People who abuse people are often 
survivors of abuse themselves. That just perpetuates the cycle. And the scene 
response is quite different when the rapist is in a big popular band. Then, people 
talk about how nice the person is, how they wouldn’t ever do such a thing. How 
the woman must be trying to "work her way up in the scene”. People talk about 
the “grey areas” of what happens in the bedroom instead of talking about what 
consent, active consent is, where someone says that they WANT to do some¬ 
thing. Instead of saying that people deserve whatever happened, or somehow 
consented to it, if they don’t say no, and say no repeatedly, and fight and struggle 
physically. People talk about how rape is between strangers, violent, with active 
dissent. 

I am a survivor of sexual assault from someone I was dating and from two 
strangers while hitchhiking. They are totally different; they 
affect me today in different ways. The stranger attack still 
keeps me up at night, makes me feel like I could never live 
alone, makes me freak out when I find the front door just 
fifteen feet from my bedroom unlocked day after day, after 
numerous conversations with housemates. It makes me 
almost punch my friends when they sneak up behind me. It 
makes me practice self defense It makes me mad at my 
friends and ex-lover for not understanding me or supporting 
me through a rough decision to convict the fuckers after I 
found out they had raped and mutilated several women, 
murdered at least one woman, before they tried to do these 
things to me. The sexual assault from an ex lover makes me 
keep emotional walls between myself and my lovers. It 
makes me have meaningless sex flings to try to devalue the 
act so that I feel like sex isn’t really such a big deal, and 
therefore my first lover who ignored five no's and went 
ahead when I was sleeping, well, then he really didn't take 
much from me. 

I've been going to the library looking through the Rl 
collection of old newspaper articles, I’ve been trying to find 
out about radical groups in Providence. Get my sick head 
awakened I found mention of a group called the “Women’s 
Liberation Union” which were apparently protesting and 
organizing in the 50’s and 60 s around abortion rights. I look 
to history when the current world seems dismal Trying to 
find the ways people are always struggling amidst seem¬ 
ingly impossible odds Some days I romanticize the past, 
what people were doing. Do people have too much distrac¬ 
tion these days? Did social upheaval have a better chance 
forty years ago? Or are we just fucking giving up? Or is the 
resistance better blocked from public view? Where are all 
the radicals now? What would they say to us today? What 
would I say to someone 15 years my junior? I don’t want to operate out of anger 
alone, I don't want every bit of organizing to be a reaction to someone else’s 
action. I want to focus on the creation of really sustainable alternative structures, 
in cities. How much we have to unlearn in this country is insane; some days I 
wonder if we can really successfully build an alternative when we are so over 
saturated with all the shit and decay of American society and the inherent racism, 
classism, homophobia, sexism So many collectives fail in large part because 
of power dynamics between members: Hierarchy which infests our organiza¬ 
tions. I do have hope, just not today I'm too sick, sleeping with skeletons that 
won't die and are trying to drag me into the abyss. — merrydeath 
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are leaving out; If raising boys is easy, then raising girls is difficult. This implies that 
themselves girls are difficult. Before these kids are even born we’ve got em all 
figured out, apparently. Yeah, that is really wise.

As the mob reached a feverish 
pitch, Mayor Mayo, Governor Letcher and Confederate President Jefferson 
Davis arrived on the scene and attempted to disperse the crowd. At one point 
while Dqvis addressed the crowd, he was pelted with a loaf of bread. After the 
dignitaries had addressed the crowd to no avail, Davis ordered the city's Public 
Guard to fire upon anyone who refused to disperse within five minutes. After a 
long pause, 

the crowd dispersed and continued looting on their way back to their respective 
neighborhoods. Many arrests ensued, primarily of older and poorer women, who

Sometimes you just have to say “Fuck Em” 

My pen pal told me the other day about how she is sometimes used to living 
in her own “mutual-aid bubble” and forgets that not everyone operates in that 
same spirit. 

I thought about her, because when I was talking last night I saw things about 
myself I hadn’t noticed before because they were so normal to me. I saw I have 
a different definition of power than many folks and that is the one I have been 
trying to teach my daughter. 

I was sharing a few drinks and conversing with someone who is my own age 
(39) who has lived on the fringes of “alternative" culture but never really in the 
radical one. So me and this person - we were casually discussing the power of 
looking good; who has the upper hand in a relationship; and manipulating 
relationships by playing hard to get or other techniques to psychologically get the 
upper hand. I could relate to her (to a degree) when we were sharing growing up 
stories but as she asked me some questions about my daughter, I realized how 
differently we thought. 

I told her that I believe it is hard to be a young girl growing up, regardless of 
the situation. 

I told her that I have always tried to give my daughter the intellectual reasoning 
of saying “Fuck You”. (True in her early teenage-hood it seems that she mostly 
said “Fuck You” to me. But I hope she says it to a lot of other folks too. “Fuck 
You” - is a wonderful family value and mental tool to have.) 

OK for instance: a big Fuck You to the glossy magazine “standard” images 
of beauty. They are boring. Women in real life come in so many diverse, unique 
and cultural combinations - and I truly believe Beauty comes in all shapes and 
sizes. It’s not some PC thing I think I ought to think. I see this around me as the 
truth. I see how we enslave ourselves with images and are bad to ourselves - 
dwelling on our “faults” in some uptight manner like our belly is sticking out when 
probably people are much more noticing how your boobs are sticking out and the 
sound of your laughter (for instance). People can be mean, petty, and preju¬ 
diced—but often their meanness to others is part of their whole mental landscape 
where they themselves are living as a prisoner. I try to arm my daughter with the 
intellectual reasoning to love and defend herself from idiot’s lookism. 

Another thing I said is that I am used to gaining self-esteem from things one 
does; not surlace level things. Like I explained to her; I think my daughter gains 
a lot of self-confidence from her different abilities. I know last year she felt noticed 
and special when people liked how she collages her notebooks. She would be 
asked to draw on banners. She began to become known as “the creative one” 
She designed clothes and made a wild array of duct tape purses too - taking it 
beyond the point I have ever seen others do—and people genuinely admired her 
creations. I know my daughter feels good about herself when she does stuff she 
never did before - like how she is now working as a prep cook: making her own 
money, handling that normal restaurant stress just fine. She cooked meatloaf and 
hot milk sponge cake on her first day by herself with a recipe As she cut up the 
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away - and maybe sometimes they can. but fuck them, you can heal and get it back. 
It is an inner quality. You can give your power away. You can buy into the system 
that puts you down. But this is your choice. 

The kind of power I try to cultivate, the kind of power I try to raise my daughter 
with, is an inner power and never a “power over” others. How are you really winning 
in the end - by playing any game? 

I'm not against buying something that makes you feel pretty on the outside, 
eating sugar, doing what you want to do just cuz you want to do it, or feeling your 
honest to goodness dog instincts. Woof! Its just that I also use my head to think 
myself out of situations, and my heart that really doesn't want to put anyone else 
down or be put down by them. I know we can all shine. I know there is enough for 
everyone to have enough. Physical things are important but so much strength does 
come from the inside. I know that energy - that giving things away - that sharing - 
is an energy that continues to circle around. It is way better to be around people who 
have a sense of balance and give and take - than those who snatch everything for 
their own personal gain and don’t give back.

Cost is clearly an issue for many of us and I realize it is especially for folks 
considering a vegan diet. What I explain is that the expensive health foods are lot 
special occasions (tofurky for the holidays or soy ice cream for movie night) and 
for specialty items. For example, I go to pick up bulk items such as grains, flour, 
spices, and tofu as well as the items that the regular grocery store does not carry 
such as the vegannaise and soy margarine and I do the rest of my shopping at the 
local grocery store I could not afford to shop exclusively from the health food store 
and neither could most folks for that matter In addition, most of these replacement 
foods are highly processed and lower in nutritional value than whole grains and 
fresh foods Whole foods can actually be some of the most inexpensive to buy (rice,

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DIRECT ACTION by Ann Hansen 

I was led lo believe by a couple reviews I read that this book would be a dry, 
academic account undermining the subtitle “Memoirs of an Urban Guerrilla with 
political rationalizations and sectarian posturing. Holy shit, not at all! This book is 
amazing on more than one level. Written novel-like, it is completely absorbing The 
early 80 s in Vancouver, B.C., Canada: a few like-minded anarchists decide to 
prepare for going underground and becoming urban guerrillas attacking the 
capitalisHjovernment infrastructure. While wishing to avoid being vanguardist. 
they hoped to carry out actions and help introduce the idea of revolutionary action 
in North America, as revolutionary movements were happening in the so-called 
Third World Hansen was one of the members of their group Direct Action, and she 
starts the book by recounting the day they were all arrested, as they went to the 
mountains for target practice. The tension here is a good device to place the reader 
in a different moodfnind-set before she starts from the beginning Hansen chose 
to write a narrative in a novel-like structure and even fictionalize certain aspects- 
mainly by creating a composite police investigator to provide a counter-point 
protagonist. While this choice could be criticized. I think she did the right thing as 
the book is easy to read and essential facts are unchanged. 

Weapons practice, stealing cars and dynamite, fake ID’s, and sabotage 
against a powerline and a company that manufactured guidance systems for U S. 
nukes (this action caused numerous injuries and the resulting feelings, news 
stories, and effects on above-ground groups is detailed): all this heady stuff could 
easily tie romanticized and the mistakes and injuries could be glossed over, etc 
Hansen doesn’t do this because she, like most anarchists, cares and has 
compassion. It isn’t just the narrative structure of a novel, then, that prevents 
romanticizing, as all the “characters" involved are treated as humans from the 
paranoia, worry, and second-doubts of the group to the people injured to the cops 
and security guards. I couldn’t stop reading this book, and had to pause every now 
and again lo remind myself that they actually did this stuff It was real. That said, 
this isn't a vainglorious account or superficial rationalization of what they did 
wrong. The depth of thought and introspection she provides counterbalances any 
romanticizing of the direct action. 

This also isn’t a recantation of her anarchist beliefs. It’s an emotional, mostly 
honest account of people who gave a fuck and were moved to try and do something 
about the screwed-up world we live in. Please keep in mind, while reading this, that 
some of the shit they got away with would be close to impossible in our current 
computerized, security-control society Caught now, or in the U S , I doubt she’d 
have “only" served seven years in prison. 

The most important aspects of this book, aside from the well-written personal 
tale, are the discussions that the group members have amongst each other and 
with others-such as native people Through the background information on why 
they chose to become urban guerrillas, to the information on why their targets were 
chosen (porno stores, in the case of the Wimmin’s Brigade) to their personal 
discussion over reasons, history, current reality, and beliefs: this is also a political 
primer on the way our societies are structured and how they operate. Given the 
group’s activities and commitment, these conversations have 
an urgency to them that many a dry essay cannot match. 

One of the conversations that comes up repeatedly, as the 
group talked over guerrilla movements, was how revolutionaries 
require a large base of support in the general population in order 
to be effective. Recognizing that they lacked this support in 
North America-a common nationality responding to colonial¬ 
ism, a common politic or ideology amongst a large swath of 
people-they decided to still carry on in the hopes they’d spark a 
debate and get more people lo commit to radical, direct action 
against environmental destruction, capitalism, etc. This didn't 
happen. 

Seems to me. that most people who call themselves revo¬ 
lutionaries today-or encourage revolutionary action- aren't talk¬ 
ing about this need tor a base of support in the general popula¬ 
tion. Or even in their own communities or scenes Some 
anarchists or revolutionary-types will even stifle debate on the 
topic or refuse to even acknowledge its existence. It strikes me 
as pre-mature to call for revolutionary (dangerous) action wtien 
there is no support the noble anarchist striking a blow against 
the vast machine of oppression has a certain romantic appeal, 
but, in real life, sacrificing one's life or relative freedom hardly 
seems beneficial I think that anyone calling themselves a 
revolutionary in North America today needs a firm understand¬ 
ing of the political, social, and cultural mainstream, its history, 
and the varying levels of people’s beliefs and realities There 
needs to be an ongoing discussion in anarchisVtevolutionary circles about the 
effectiveness of militant direct action versus creating and supporting the kind of 
communities we like to see. It is very easy to spout off some tough sounding shit, 
and very hard to make meaningful connections with other people especially with 
people who believe differently. Direct Action took the guerrilla road seriously, but 
with no roots in community, they died on the vine It is pretty clear that anarchists 
don’t have enough support and sympathy in the general population. We can’t even 
keep people out of tail, so it strikes me as irresponsible to puft up militant action 


and some punks themselves, that punk is a failed revolutionary 
movement. Looking solely at the more anarchist and political 
scenes of punk (by no means a clear majority), I think that the 
criticism is valid given the revolutionary rhetoric and militant 
exhortations of many bands and individuals, punk has not lived 
up to its lofty ideals and calls for action. Of course, this could be 
said about most anarchist groups active today. 

I think it is a mistake to look at punk as a revolutionary 
movement. It is too diverse, so the anarchist and revolution stuff 
is but a part of the whole As an anarchist punk, it has taken me 
a while to let go of my experience and hopes as the ones that 
should represent punk as a whole. That is, measured by the 
rhetoric of revolutionary punk, punk has failed, taken as an 
aggregate whole, punk is doing just fine, thank you. 

Interviewing a couple local bands, one of the members said 
something about how there are only so many misfits and fuck- 
ups in any group of humans. Punk is a place for those freaks who 
don’t fit in and find punk a place to be, a community. Whatever 
form that takes, essentially, there are only so many people who 
will find worth and motivation within punk. A revolutionary 
movement has to rely on cross-group support; that is. common¬ 
ality, or, as history shows more prominently, on identities, 
beliefs, and shared oppression shared by large numbers of a 
population. Since punk doesn’t have this commonality, to call it 
a revolutionary movement is to elevate it into a vanguard 
position, if I can use that tired concept again. Punk isn't a national 
or cultural identity, nor a religion, and attempts to delineate a 
shared oppression with larger populations (class, environmen¬ 
tal, etc.) haven’t exactly been successful. The majority of people 
aren’t interested in our music, styles, and politics. Quite simply, 
people aren't going to be convinced to join. 

Punks can form our own communities and collectively or individually be a part 
of various communities or coalitions, but punk can't be a revolutionary movement by 
itself. That’s the wrong way lo look at it Punkcan’t be that movement because of all 
those things certain anarchists and others complain about: our looks, our focus on 
music and the scene, and our often sneering rejection of the “normals". Rather than 
a movement. I think of punk as communities where the freaks and the marginalized 
can find acceptance and support each other as people who don’t fit in the main- 
stream-or the larger culture or any of its minorities. Building and strengthening our 
punk communities can only help us navigate the shit in the world while hopefully 
allowing us to connect with other people who with we do have some shared values, 
that is, we’re not trying to convert others to our cause, we’re who we are and doing 
what we do. Our politics and actions may resonate with and mirror other group’s and 
that means we can work together for common goals, but we shouldn’t have to give 
up who we are to do this. Free communities of like-minded people each working 
together-or not-respectfully. is the ultimate goal of anarchy, I think, so building and 
supporting our punk communities is a positive action. (Ryan Mishap/PO Box 5841/

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A HUNDRED DOLLARS AND A T-SHIRT; A DOCUMENTARY ABOUT flNES W THE 

NORTHWEST US 

If you've seen the zine the Stolen Sharpie Revolution, if you've been to the Portland 
Zine Svmoosium. if you do a zine yourself, if you want to. or if you are interested in the 


Portland area. Portland is a rad city for zine making because it truly has a zine 
community. It’s a zine friendly city with the Independent Resource Publishing Center 
providing great resources and there is also a zine store, Reading Frenzy. The resources 
to create zines, and the outlets to make them available to others really foster a friendly 
environment towards self-publishing. And in part due to the great resource center and 
library, there is an ability to be crafty and go beyond the standard Xerox zine, which in 
many places is the norm. A Hundred Dollars covers Xeroxing, as well as letterpress and 
offset printing. Zinesters from different walks of experience, talk about how they got 
started and what keeps them going; the hard work and the rewards. How do get or do 
distribution, as well as some responses on zine reviews. This documentary is 
indigenous to Portland and the NW so the people contributing are all living and publishing 
in this area. Since many of these folks came from other places originally, this does not 
limit the experiences in any way. We find out a bit about the origins of zines. as well as 
what limitations define zines in the interviewees opinion, and also if it’s possible or what 
it would mean to sell out. The general consensus is that zine publishing is a passion that 
is self-expressive to writers and artists and those who have quirky obsessive interests 
and feel the need to put their ideas out there. It’s generally agreed that no money will ever 
be made and fame or coolness is unlikely and only comes by accident, 
and that most zinesters are, have been, and likely always will be the 
nerds and outcasts of their group. It’s also generally agreed that zines 
are small and will stay small. Zines with advertising or that are for sale 
may border as qualifying as a zine for some, while others want get their 
message to a large audience and will do whatever it takes. The general 
tone those of this film and the zinesters included, is that zine making 
is a hobby, that in a perfect world one could dedicate more time to, and 
that it all stems from a pure do-it-yourself ethical point of view 
My only real criticism of this comes from noting that while it was 
mentioned that no one makes money on zines. no one really said that 
often times even if it costs $5 to print a zine. you are still expected to 
sell it for $1, even though we all know free copies are harder to come 
by. Also that while trading zines is rad, it’s not fair to assume that 
everyone wants to do so, or be mad at people if they don’t. It’s 
important to remember that everyone has different ideas on things, and 
to not set up these expectations that there are norms, which must be 
followed, even though a lot of those standards are awesome, some¬ 
times they limit people and push people away when that should not be 
the issue at hand The group of people included seem to have pretty 
similar ideas on the totally DIY aspects of zines. so I just feel it 
important to note there are other points of view. That and that some 
of the filming angles are awkward and really don’t change throughout 
the various interviews. But honestly, that is a small detail and it more 
of an artistic aesthetic, which is not that important in getting the general 
points of view across, in which this film is very successful. 

What is really cool about this is that while there are zine trends, there 
is also a zine or a zine maker who will break the mold. And while there 
are some accepted ways of doing things and plenty of guidelines that could be offered 
from collected years of experience by other self-publishers, ultimately the world of zines 
is an open and free one. to interpretation and expression. And you may likely be held 
accountable for what you write, but hopefully others will also respect you in the process. 
. This focuses on the positive aspects of zine making with a pro-active and supportive 
message that is about encouraging people to create amazing zines. And whether you 
are a novice or have years of experience in publishing, whether you think you know it all 
or know that you know nothing at all, this is a film that will teach you something, and it’s 


AGAINST ME! - WE RE NEVER GOING HOME DVD: I think everybody who’s ever 

been into punk rock for any length of time deals with a certain amount of frustration 
when bands that they like get picked up by major labels, gain new fans that you might 
not necessarily want to hang out with at a show, or change their sound to fit a mold 
cast for them by the puppeteers at some major record label (corporate or indie). This 
DVD is a documentary of a band filmed at the cusp of hugeness. It’s filled with live 
footage, pranking galore (they lock a very popular band in their dressing room!), 
praise from fans, shit-talking from former fans, interviews, and a whole bunch of 
major label courtship.

LIVES 

This is a short 20 minute video that packs a powerful and intense punch. It’s a 
document of the incredible March for Women’s Lives in DC last April (04) and it does 
a fantastic job of including the diverse voices of many rad women who in their own 
ways say that they are pissed and won’t sit quietly by and let the government pass 
law after law to silence women and erode the choice of control over reproductive 
rights. 

The march was incredible, with record numbers. The show of strength from 
women was inspiring. The signs, the dances, the cheers are all moving. This 
documentary has an emphasis on the radical cheer and noise bloc, and shows the 
cheers and drumming and chants about our bodies, our choice, and our rights. But 
the film makers talk to a number of people, many older women who have intense 
stories to tell: Women who had abortions 40 years ago and women who have worked 
in hospitals where women have come after illegal abortions. These women’s 
experiences are moving and emotional, and honestly this brief film brought tears to 
my eyes several times, through the horrors some have experienced to the inspired 
passion of all who are standing up and saying “NO. we won’t take it, we will fight 
back."

THE RAMEN DAYS: BAY AREA HARDCORE DOCUMENTED 

Burnt Ramen was an illegal venue in Oakland CA, that had regular shows for a 
few years and was a favorite among locals. This is an excellent video, which 
documents some of the bands that were involved regularly in the space and have kind 
of a family-like relationship, especially in the inter-relations and shared members. 
This is well done, uniquely filmed and does a great job of capturing the feeling of the 
place, the passion of those who frequented it, and also conveys some of the attitudes 
and ideals of the bands and the general Bay area HC scene in the recent years. There 
is a year of footage captured (though I don’t see the actual year credited here). There 
is a chaotic feeling that reminds me of documented footage of Reagan's 80s era punk, 
and it’s not so surprising that this is a generation of punk and hardcore that is post¬ 
bay area financial crash during the Bush years— ripe material for poor, angry and 
pissed off punks. The “no rules" attitude of Burnt Ramen works because there docs 
seem to be a general understanding of flow things should be, and the internal 
problems are dealt with. There is a lot about this that reminds nr»e of ABC NO RIO in 
the early 90s: the nght time in the right place when things were chaotic and raw and 
amazing. When there are no rules, but self-rule and it’s done as long as it can be gotten 
away with. Sadly.Burnt Ramen’s doors have closed cause the city wanted them to 
get legit, and they refused. 

Though I never had the chance to go there, there is still a lot that is familiar for me 
in this video - in the faces, the crowds and the bands and the feeling. The filming and 
editing is well done. This is not the sort of video where you watch live sets through 
and through. The editing is fast and clipped, and you meet the bands and jump 
between interviews, live sets, collage clips, still footage and some tight editing that 
brinas many different bands and individuals comments on the same tpplc. Especially

That said, 
this isn’t a vainglorious account or superficial rationalization of what they did 
wrong. The depth of thought and introspection she provides counterbalances any 
romanticizing of the direct action. 

This also isn’t a recantation of her anarchist beliefs. It’s an emotional, mostly 
honest account of people who gave a fuck and were moved to try and do something 
about the screwed-up work! we live in Please keep in mind, while reading this, that 
some of the shit they got away with would be close to impossible in our current 
computerized, security-control society Caught now, or in the US, I doubt she’d 
have "only" served seven years in prison. 

The most important aspects of this book, aside from the well-written personal 
tale, are the discussions that the group members have amongst each other and 
with olhers-such as native people Through the background information on why 
they chose to become urban guerrillas, to the information on why their targets were 
chosen (porno stores, in the case of the Wimmin’s Brigade) to their personal 
discussion over reasons, history, current reality, and beliefs: this is also a political 
primer on the way our societies are structured and how they operate. Given the 
group’s activities and commitment, these conversations have 
an urgency to them that many a dry essay cannot match. 

One of the conversations that comes up repeatedly, as the 
group talked over guerrilla movements, was how revolutionaries 
require a large base of support in the general population in order 
to be effective. Recognizing that they lacked this support in 
North America-a common nationality responding to colonial¬ 
ism, a common politic or ideology amongst a large swath of 
people-they decided to still carry on in the hopes they’d spark a 
debate and get more people to commit to radical, direct action 
against environmental destruction, capitalism, etc. This didn't 
happen. 

Seems to me, that most people who call themselves revo¬ 
lutionaries today-or encourage revolutionary action- aren’t talk¬ 
ing about this need for a base of support in the general popula¬ 
tion. Or even in their own communities or scenes Some 
anarchists or revolutionary-types will even stifle debate on the 
topic or refuse to even acknowledge its existence. It strikes me 
as pre-mature to call for revolutionary (dangerous) action when 
there is no support the noble anarchist striking a blow against 
the vast machine of oppression has a certain romantic appeal, 
but, in real life, sacrificing one’s life or relative freedom hardly 
seems beneficial I think that anyone calling themselves a 
revolutionary in North America today needs a firm understand¬ 
ing of the political, social, and cultural mainstream, its history, 
and the varying levels of people’s beliefs and realities There 
needs to be an ongoing discussion in anarchisVtevolutionary circles about the 
effectiveness of militant direct action versus creating and supporting the kind of 
communities we like lo see. It is very easy to spout ofl some tough sounding shit, 
and very hard to make meaningful connections with other people -especially with 
people who believe differently. Direct Action took the guerrilla road seriously, but 
with no roots in community, they died on the vine It is pretty clear that anarchists 
don’t have enough support and sympathy in the general population. We can’t even 
keep people out of jail, so it strikes me as irresponsible to puff up militant action 
with no possibility of backing and support 

Another interesting aspect of the book is the presence of punk rock While two 
members of the group were punks, they weren't part of the initial core For those 
three, whose coming of age pre-dated punk, the scene was seen as a rambunc 
tious outlet for disaffected kids. They attended shows, but didn’t look at punk rock 
as being a potential revolutionary movement 

There’s this tension in punk rock overall, involving aims, ideas, hopes, and 
practice: is punk rock a revolutionary movement for liberation, nihilistic rage, a 
community of outsiders, a sub-culture, or a mix of everything? You know the 
answer! The criticism often floats around, coming from anarchists, other radicals 
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position, if I can use that tired concept again. Punk isn’t a national 

or cultural identity, nor a religion, and attempts to delineate a 

shared oppression with larger populations (class, environmen- v 

tal, etc.) haven't exactly been successful. The majority of people |||||JbP 

aren't interested in our music, styles, and politics. Quite simply, 

people aren’t going to be convinced to join. 

Punks can form our own communities and collectively or individually be a part 
of various communities or coalitions, but punk can’t be a revolutionary movement by 
itself. That’s the wrong way lo look at it. Punk can’t be that movement because of all 
those things certain anarchists and others complain about: our looks, our focus on 
music and the scene, and our often sneering rejection of the ‘normals’. Rather than 
a movement. I think of punk as communities where the freaks and the marginalized 
can find acceptance and support each other as people who don’t fit in the main- 
stream-or the larger culture or any of its minorities. Building and strengthening our 
punk communities can only help us navigate the shit in the world while hopefully 
allowing us to connect with other people who with we do have some shared values, 
that is. we’re not trying to convert others to our cause, we’re who we are and doing 
what we do. Our politics and actions may resonate with and mirror other group’s and 
that means we can work together for common goals, but we shouldn’t have to give 
up who we are to do this Free communities of like-minded people each working 
together-or not-respectfully, is the ultimate goal of anarchy, I think, so building and 
supporting our punk communities is a positive action.

If you've seen the zine the Stolen Sharpie Revolution, if you've been to the Portland 
Zine Symposium, if you do a zine yourself, if you want to, or if you are interested in the 
cultural aspects of zine making-or if any of these things strike you as remotely 
interesting, then this is a film that you must see. This is as titled, a documentary about 
zmes It’s about making zines with how-to information, but it’s much more about the 
phenomenon of zines and the passion behind them. Zines that are self-published, quirky 
and obsessed passionately with whatever they are about Whether covering a topic or 
genre, or delving into the personal sphere, most people do zines because they can’t help 
themselves They might start a zine because it seems cool, but if they stick with it or get 
to be a zinester, there is a dedication and passion fueling the thankless work that goes 
into these self-published creations This film does a really good job of covering the 
basics by interviewing a wide assortment of people involved in zine making in the 


Portland area. Portland is a rad city for zine making because it truly has a zine 
community. It’s a zine friendly city with the Independent Resource Publishing Center 
providing great resources and there is also a zine store. Reading Frenzy. The resources 
to create zines. and the outlets to make them available to others really foster a friendly 
environment towards self-publishing. And in part due to the great resource center and 
library, there is an ability to be crafty and go beyond the standard Xerox zine, which in 
many places is the norm. A Hundred Dollars covers Xeroxing, as well as letterpress and 
offset pnnting. Zinesters from different walks of experience, talk about how they got 
started and what keeps them going; the hard work and the rewards. How do get or do 
distribution, as well as some responses on zine reviews. This documentary is 
indigenous to Portland and the NW so the people contributing are all living and publishing 
in this area Since many of these folks came from other places originally, this does not 
limit the experiences in any way. We find out a bit about the origins of zines, as well as 
what limitations define zines in the interviewees opinion, and also if it’s possible or what 
it would mean to sell out. The general consensus is that zine publishing is a passion that 
is self-expressive to writers and artists and those who have quirky obsessive interests 
and feel the need to put their ideas out there. It’s generally agreed that no money will ever 
be made and fame or coolness is unlikely and only comes by accident, 
and that most zinesters are, have been, and likely always will be the 
nerds and outcasts of their group. It’s also generally agreed that zines 
are small and will stay small. Zines with advertising or that are for sale 
may border as qualifying as a zine for some, while others want get their 
message to a large audience and will do whatever it takes. The general 
tone those of this film and the zinesters included, is that zine making 
is a hobby, that in a perfect world one could dedicate more time to. and 
that it all stems from a pure do-it-yourself ethical point of view 
My only real criticism of this comes from noting that while it was 
mentioned that no one makes money on zines, no one really said that 
often times even if it costs $5 to print a zine, you are still expected to 
sell it for $1, even though we all know free copies are harder to come 
by. Also that while trading zines is rad, it’s not fair to assume that 
everyone wants to do so, or be mad at people if they don’t. It’s 
important to remember that everyone has different ideas on things, and 
to not set up these expectations that there are norms, which must be 
followed, even though a lot of those standards are awesome, some¬ 
times they limit people and push people away when that should not be 
the issue at hand. The group of people included seem to have pretty 
similar ideas on the totally DIY aspects of zines, so I just feel it 
important to note there are other points of view That and that some 
of the filming angles are awkward and really don’t change throughout 
the various interviews. But honestly, that is a small detail and it more 
of an artistic aesthetic, which is not that important in getting the general 
points of view across, in which this film is very successful. 

What is really cool about this is that while there are zine trends, there 
is also a zine or a zine maker who will break the mold. And while there 
are some accepted ways of doing things and plenty of guidelines that could be offered 
from collected years of experience by other self-publishers, ultimately the world of zines 
is an open and free one. to interpretation and expression. And you may likely be held 
accountable for what you write, but hopefully others will also respect you in the process. 
This focuses on the positive aspects of zine making with a pro-active and supportive 
message that is about encouraging people to create amazing zines And whether you 
are a novice or have years of experience in publishing, whether you think you know it all 
or know that you know nothing at all, this is a film that will teach you something, and it’s 
impossible not to be inspired by all that is offered here.
